The resolution said that the 
Red Ensign would be flown 
over all Legion branches in Can- 
ada and the headquarters at Ot- 
tawa. 

The decision to adopt the Red 
Ensign came after a spirited 
floor debate on the question.

The adrenal steriods have been a godsend to 
patients with the rare Addison's disease of

glands). In cases of that skindarkening 
disease, patients are kept from dying. -

by adrenal corticoids, but tuberculosis can 
be caused to flare up. Fibrosis and emphy- 
sema of the lungs have sometimes been 
helped.

“Let us give the prime min- 
ister this much: he has honored 
& promise,’ wrote Guy Cormier 
in’ La .Presse. 

The Toronto Telegram said 
Pearson's tampering with the 
flag issue at this time was “‘mis- 
chievous and dangerous.” 

THE MONTREAL GAZETTE) 
said the flag issue was one on 
which the government should 
permit a free vote in the House 
of Commons without staking the 
life of the government. 

“Parliament, in a free vote, 
would provide an. indication 
whether the issue is:one that is 
likely at this time to promote 
harmony or to provoke division 
within the country,” the news- 
paper said in an editorial. “This 
is a time when harmony, above 
all things, is what is needed. 

It is important that the vote 
In parliamént should .be free in 
every sense of the word. The 
members should ‘not be under 
pressure from their party whips 

‘to vote along any party line,” 
the newspaper said. ‘Further 
still, the vote should not, in any 
respect, be taken as involving 
the fate of the government. It 
is a test of a particular mattér 
taken independently; it is not a| 
test of the standing of the gov- 
ernment as a whole.
